The Week's Business and the Outlook, as 


Reported by B. G. Dun Sc Co. 


NEW YOHK, Nov. 13.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 


Tho presidential election has interrupted 


business to some oitent in all parts of tho 
country during tho past week, but by no 
moans as much as usual, and at nearly all 
points tho volume of trade has boon fairly 
maintained and the unprecedented activity or 
industries has only been interrupted by the 
election holiday. A severe stovm throughout 
most of the northern [states has embarrassed 
tho movement of products and has chocked 
some trades, but \!«B very welcome to dealers 
in winter goods wtc had found tho unusually 
mild weather somewhat depressing to their 
business. Distribution of other products ha« 
boon fully up to tho average and reports re- 
garding collodions are from almost all points 
quite satisfactory for tho season. Tho money- 
markets have not boon disturbed, 
though 


working somewhat closer at several Important 
points, aud foreign necessities and the scarcity 
of commercial bills have caused somo decline 
in foreign oitchango. It Is feared that Bnssian 
needs and tho failure to place tho desired loan 
in Paris may cause further withdrawals of 
Russian balances in eastern Europe. 
Trade at Boston has been fairly active for a 


week with woolen mills fully employed and 
tho consumption of goods remarkably large. 
Tho woolen market had anticipated an ad- 
vance In price which did not occnr, though 
ales amounted to 4,000,0'JO pounds. Cottons 
wore ilrm and the mills are all busy. The bout 
and shoo trado Is more quiet, loathov steady, 
but domestic hides more active. At Philadel- 
phia most trades have boon null, but iron is

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 11.—New Orleans 


once more assumes the semblance of" a 
city. The big strike is over, but there 
still exists a considerable amount of 
ill-feeling among the men who were 
locked out for the past fortnight. This 
feeling manifested itself among tho car 
drivers to-day. When they applied for 
worlt on the various lines they f onnfl 
their places filled by nonunion men, 
and they were informed that if they 
wanted to return they would have to 
remain on duty for sixteen hours &fc 
forty dollars a month. Previous to the 
strike they received fifty dollars for 
twelve hours' work. The presidents of 
the roads are firm in their determina- 
tion to employ whom they please at 
what salary they please, and further 
trouble is expected. The rank and file 
of the union men havo vigorously op- 
pose* the action taken by the commit- 
tee of the amalgamated counsel and 
claim that the backdown authorized by 
it was illadvised. The president of the 
council, James Leonard, is the fastest 
printer in the south, and when tho 
union men returned to work it was ex- 
pressly stipulated that Leonard should 
not return to work. This determina- 
tion caused some ill-feeling, but tho 
printers finally agreed to the proposi- 
tion, and Leonard is now out of a job.

Formed 1)7 the Consolidation of Existing 


Companies—Possibilities. 


CHICAGO, Nov. IS.—Within a few 


weeks a powerful corporation will be 
formed by the consolidation of the In- 
ternational Packing and Provision Co. 
and Mr. Henry Botsford, prcsM.cnt of 
the Chicago Provision Co. will assume 
the active management of the entire 
concern. The amalgamation will be 
effected by passing the control of the 
international company to the Chicago 
company and the consolidated concern 
will take the name of the latter. Such 
a deal is of the greatest importance in 
the packing world. The corporation 
thus formed will not only be stronger 
but more far-reaching than the com- 
bined intercuts of the "Big- Four." 


The united companies will control 


over 14,000,000 of reserve (or working) 
capital in addition to the plants repre- 
sented by the stocks and bonds. The 
capitalization 
of the 
International, 


which is an English company, formed. 
last summer, is £850.000 and that of tho 
Chicago company £400,000. Tho two 
companies have something iike 82,000,- 
000 in outstanding bonds. 
To this great financial combination 


it is possible that another enormous in- 
terest will be connected. Certain of 
the stockholders of both the Interna 
tional and Chicago companies favor a 
great extension of the business, and 
people connected with the Hammond 
company admit that there is a possi- 
bility of that corporation also being 
taken into the new commation. This 
concern has a capitalization of 81,2*0,- 
000.Moreover it is intimated that still 
other companies will be drawn into the 
consolidation, and that the plans ot the 
leaders in the amalgamation mean the 
formation of one of the most powerful 
organizations operating in the financial 
world. 


Ihe Present Compared with Former Po- 


litico! Upheavals in America. 


NEW YOBK, NOT. 12.—Tho great dem- 


ocratic victory in the election Tuesday 
is called a landslide by politicians. 
They don't occur often. There have 
been only three such events since the 
foundation of the government. The 
democratic party is the only political 
party that has survived a landslide 
when it was on the under side of the 
slide. When the democrats get tired 
of rejoicing over the victory won Tues- 
day, and the republicans get tired of 
wondering how it happened, they can 
all find rest and amusement in com- 
paring it with similar events that took 
place fifty-two and forty years ago, re- 
spectively. 


They will find very interesting coin- 


cidences when they come to compare 
the' three great events in American 
politics. One of the first they will no- 
tice is that Benjamin Harrison's grand- 
fater, William Henry Harrison, was 
elected president in 1840 by a landslide 
as big as the one which defeated tho 
grandson in 1892. Tivelve years later 
the second great landslide occurred 
and that one was tho beginning of the 
end of the whig party which got a 
crushing defeat in the election of 1852. 
The republican party is thirty years 
old this fall. The party named candi- 
dates for president and vice-president 
for the first time in 185G. The whig 
party was just thirty-six years old 
when it ceased to exist This is an- 
other coincidence which may interest 
both democrats and republicans j ust 
now. 
The whig party was not in 


power so long as the republican party 
has been, but it died hard. It sur- 
vived the landslide of 1853, eight years, 
but it was younger -when the slide 
came than the republican party is to- 
day. Its youthfulness kept it alive 
eight years, but it was a poor andhope- 
Icss sort of existence. 


Afeature of these political landslides 


is that the candidates who wore on the 
wrong side of them were never after- 
ward elected to any important office. 
Martin Van Buren, who was regarded 
as something of a politician in'his day, 
was on the wrong side of the slide that 
carried the elder Harrison into the 
White Honse. He afterwards became 
a sort of standing candidate for presi- 
dent, but never got an electoral vote. 
Ho was nominated by the free soil 
party four years later and by tho know 
nothings, or American party, eight 
years afterwards, but failed to carry a 
sinclo state either time. 


«en. Winfleld Scott went down un- 


der the landslide of 1853 with the whig 
party.. 


The political landslides o£ 1840 and 


1852 differed from the one this year in 
that the successful candidates in those 
elections got comparatively small ma- 
jorities of the popular vote, while they 
had fou' -fifths of the votes in the elec- 
toral college. 
But tho three were 


alike in that each was tho work of the 
people and not of the politicians.

discovered in 1782 by Montayne its 
periodicity was established by Biela at 
Josophstadt, Bohemia, in 1830. Its suc- 
cessive appearances were watched with 
great interest, but its position in prox- 
imity to the sun prevented its observa- 
tions on several of its returns. In 1845 
it was seen as a faint nebula, and was 
observed to separate into two portions. 
On its next return in 185S tho two com- 
panions were discernable but widely 
separated and since that time it has 
not been seen.

I.ANDSLIDES IN POI/ITICS. 


resent Compared with Former Po* 
litlool Upheavals in America. 


NEW YORK, NOT. 13.— The great dem- 


ocratic victory in the election Tuesday 
is called a landslide by politicians. 
They don't occur often. There have 
been only three snch events since the 
foundation of tho government. 
The 


democratic party is the oaly pol itical 
party that has survived a landslide 
when it was on the under side of the 
slide. When the democrats get tired 
of rejoicing over the victory won Tues- 
day, 
and the republicans get tired of 


wondering how ifc happened, they can 
all find rest and amusement in coin- 
pi* rin g it with similar events that took 
place fifty-two and forty years ago, re- 
spectively. 


They will find rery interesting coin- 


cidences when they come to compare 
the' three great events in American 
politics. One of the first they will no- 
tice is that Benjamin Harrison's grand- 
later, William Henry Harrison, was 
elected president in 1840 by a landslide 
as-big as the one which defeated the 
grandson in 1893. Twelve years later 
the second great landslide , occurred 
and that one was tho beginning of the 
end of the whig1 party which g*ot a 
crushing defeat in the election of 1853. 
The republican party is thirty years 
old this fall. The party named candi- 
dates for president and vice-president 
for the first time in 185G, The whig- 
party was just thirty-six years , old 
when it ceased to exist This is an- 
other coincidence which may interest 
both democrats and republicans just 
now. 
The whig party was not in 


power so long as the republican party 
has been, but it died hard. It sur- 
vived the landslide of 1853, eight years, 
but it was younger „ when tho slide 
came than the republican party is to- 
day. Its youthfulness kept it alive 
eight years, but it was a poor andliope- 
leas sort of existence. 


A feature of these political landslides 


is that the candidates who were on the 
wrong- aide of them were never after- 
ward elected to any important office. 
Martin Van Buren, who was regarded 
as something of a politician in'nis day, 
was on the wrong side of the slide that 
carried the elder Harrison into the 
White Honse. He afterwards became 
a sort of standing candidate for presi- 
dent, but never got an electoral vote. 
He was nominated by the free soil 
party four years later and by tho know 
nothings, or American party, eight 
years afterwards, but failed to carry a 


state either time. 
, Winficld Scott went down un- 


der the landslide of 1852 with the whig 
party.. 


The political landslides of 1840 and 


1852 differed from the one this year in 
that the successful candidates in those 
elections got comparatively small ma- 
jorities of the popular vote, while they 
had fou' -fifths of the votes in the elec- 
toral college. 
But the three wore 


alike in that each was tho work of tho 
people and not of the politicians.

Tho, Newly Discovered Holmes Comet 


Thought to be Identical With tho 


Jyoat Bielas.

The 
comet 
was 


discovered in 1782 by Montayne its 
periodicity was established by Biela at 
Josephs tad t, Bohemia, in 1830. Its suc- 
cessive appearances were watched with 
great interest, but its position in prox- 
imity to the sun prevented its observa- 
tions on several of its returns. In 1845 
it was seen as a faint nebula and was 
observed to separate into two portions. 
On its next return in 1552 the two com- 
panions were discernable but widely 
separated and since that time it has 
not boon SGCU. In 1S7I3 a stream of 
meteors were noted. 


The possibility 
that this comet, 


transformed into a stream of meteors, 
is once again visible to us as a comet is 
of exceeding interest and ot value as 
well, as a step towards the solution of 
the mystery surrounding these wander- 
ers of the skies." <
